W ashington*, Ju ly 10.—It is said at 
the residence of the apostolic delegate 
that tiie reixirts einauating iu the w'est 
that a plenary council of the Catholic 
church iu Am erica would be beld twc 
yt‘ars 
hence 
are doubtless the out 
growth of the well known fact that 
these councils are held about every ¿0 
years, and that two years hence wriiJ 
m ark the ¿0-year penixi from tlie time 
of the plenary council of Baltimore 
held iu 188*i. 
The assem bling of such a council is 
au event of unusual iniportanee to the 
church, as it brings together the entire 
hierarchy of archbishops and bishops to 
fram e the legislation ot the church ap- 
lilicable to this couutry. 
Before it cau 
be held, liow'ever, tliere m ust be a due 
determination by the authorities of the 
country, aud tlieii direction from Koine, 
for the' as.senibliug of the council. 
This prtxxxlure is not essential, yet 
some sueii form al action is reijuired aud 
iu case a council is to Ixi held in 1DD¿, 
it is tliought the coming meeting of the 
American archbishops, which is to be 
held in W ashington next October, m ight 
consider the m atter and fram e a ixiti- 
tiou to the Vatican. 
It is not known, 
however, whether such a plau is beiug 
seriously considered by the prelates, 
aud the report from the west is said to 
be conjecture which m ay or m ay not 
prove true. 
Except that plenary couucils are held 
every 20 years, aud there is a desire to 
m ake this the established perioo for 
their asseuiblm g, there is said to be uo 
special cxicasiou for such au im portaut 
convocation of church authorities. 
The (luestiou 
of 
“ A m ericanism ,” 
which has excited much attention, has 
been dispos*;d of Anally by the letter 
of the pope, and it is said this is not a 
subject which could come before a plen­ 
ary council. 
The condition of 
the 
church m Cuba and other Spanish- 
Americaii countries is working out sat­ 
isfactorily, and it is said this would uot 
n^iuire atteutiou from a couuoil, par- 
ticularlv as the Cuban, Porto Rican aud 
Philippine churches are still outside the 
American hierarchy. 
The new aiKi.stolic delegate to Canada, 
Archbishop I ’rancouia, is well known 
to the church authorities here, and the

W a s h in g t o n , July IO.—It is said at 
the residence of the apostolic delegate 
that the reports emanating in the west 
that a plenary council of the Catholic 
church in America would be beld two 
years hence are doubtless tile out 
growth of the well known fact that 
these councils are held about every ’JO 
years, aud that two years hence will 
mark the 20-year period from the time 
of the plenary council of Baltimore 
held in 1882. 
The assembling of such a council is 
an event of unusual importance to the 
church, as it brings together the entire 
hierarchy of archbishops aud bishops to 
frame the legislation of the church ap­ 
plicable to this country. 
Before it can 
be held, however, there must be a due 
determination by the authorities of the 
country, and then direction from Rome, 
for the assembling of the council. 
This procedure is not essential, yet 
some sucli formal action is required and 
in case a council is to be held in 1902, 
it is thought the coming meeting of the 
American archbishops, which is to be 
held in Washington next October, might 
consider the matter aud frame a peti­ 
tion to the vatican. It is not known, 
however, whether such a plan is beiug 
seriously considered by the prelates, 
and the report from the west is said to 
be conjecture which may or may not 
prove true. 
Except that plenary councils are held 
every 20 years, and there is a desire to 
make this the established period for 
their assembling, there is said to be no 
special occasion for such an important 
convocation of church authorities. 
The question of 
“ Americanism,” 
which has excited much attention, has 
been disposed of finally by the letter 
of the pope, and it is said this is not a 
subject which could come before a plen­ 
ary council. 
The condition of the 
church in Cuba and other Spanish- 
Americau countries is working out sat­ 
isfactorily, and it is said this would not 
require attention from a council, par­ 
ticular^ as the Cuban, Porto Rican aud 
Philippine churches are still outside the 
American hierarchy. 
The ne iv apostolic delegate to Canada, 
Archbishop F ranconia, is well known 
to the church authorities here, aud the 
appointment is regarded as an import­ 
ant one owing to the position of the 
church in public affairs in Canada, par­ 
ticularly in the province of Quebec. 
Archbishop Franconia was brought up 
in Allegheny, Pa., and for some time 
was connected with the F ranciscan 
fraternity there.

MAY BE PLENARY COUNCIL. 


W a s h in g t o n , July IO.—It is said at 
the residence of the apostolic delegate 
that the reports emanating iii the west 
that a plenary council of the Catholic 
church iu America would tie beld two 
years 
hence 
are doubtless the out 
growth of the well known fact that 
these councils are held about every 20 
years, and that two years hence will 
mark the 20-year period from the time 
of the plenary council of Baltimore 
held in 1882. 
The assembling of such a council is 
an event of unusual importance to the 
church, as it brings together the entire 
hierarchy of archbishops aud bishops to 
frame the legislation of the church ap­ 
plicable to this country. 
Before it can 
be held, however, there must be a due 
determination by the authorities of the 
country, and then direction from Home, 
for the assembling of the council. 
This procedure is not essential, yet 
some such formal action is required aud 
in case a council is to lie held in 1902, 
it is thought the coming meeting of the 
American archbishops, which is to be 
held in Washington next October, might 
consider the matter and frame a peti­ 
tion to the vatican. 
It is not known, 
however, whether such a plau is beiug 
seriously considered by the prelates, 
and the report from the west is said to 
be conjecture which may or may not 
prove true. 
Except that plenary councils are held 
every 20 years, aud there is a desire to 
make this tile established period for 
their assembling, there is said to be no 
special occasion for such au important 
convocation of church authorities. 
The 
question 
of 
“ Americanism,” 
which has excited much attention, has 
been disposed of Anally by the letter 
of the pope, and it is said this is not a 
subject which could come before a plen­ 
ary council. 
The condition of 
the 
church in Cuba and other Spanish - 
American countries is working out sat­ 
isfactorily, and it is said this would not 
require attention from a council, par­ 
ticularly as the Cuban, Porto Rican aud 
Philippine churches are still outside the 
American hierarchy. 
The new apostolic delegate to Canada, 
Archbishop Franconia, is well known 
to the church authorities here, aud the 
appointment is regarded as an import­ 
ant one owing to the position of the 
church in public affairs in Canada, par­ 
ticularly in the province of Quebec. 
Archbishop Franconia was brought up 
in Allegheny, Pa., and for some time 
was connected with the 
Franciscan 
fraternity there.

It is equally well 
known that water is an excellent means 
for transm itting sounds to a distance. 
“ it has been noticed th at a bather, 
immersed in water, bears w ith great 
distinctness the sound of a steam er’s 
engine in motion, because the w ater in 
which the latter is immersed is in a 
sp ecial state of vibration, owing to the 
movement of the engine and screw ac­ 
tuated thereby . 
“ From these p rincip les the inventor 
derived the conclusion that if the air 
could seize these vibrations of sonnd 
an 
instrum ent 
of 
great sensibility 
fnoctioning below 
w ater would 
be 
suscep tible of seizing them at a greater 
distance and with greater distinctness, 
and became convinced that a telep hone 
ap p aratus should be the p oint of dep ar­ 
ture for obtaining the p ractical means 
of signaling between two vessels. 
The

wires. 
It was necessary first of all to 
construct a sound receiver which would 
p erform the functions of the ear below 
the surface of the water, then another 
ap p aratus that

“ The subm arine receiver is a kind of 
box secured to the hull w ith a num ber 
of dep ressions, so as to receive the 
sounds from all directions.

center of each of these an electric wire 
leads to the telep hone, which latter 
contains an ingenious mechanism based 
on Edison’s well known scientific p rin­ 
cip les. 
“ A dial p late on a board Is divided 
into two p arts corresp onding to the 
two sides of the ship . 
Two bands in­ 
dicate the direction of the steam er sig­ 
naled. 
A sy stem of bells at the up p er 
p art of the dial p late and one of the 
receivers on the board indicates by 
sound w ith the greatest distinctness 
the rhy thm of the screw of the distant 
vessel. 
“ W hen coming w ithin seven kilome­ 
ters of a steamer, the hand of the tele­ 
p hone turns and indicates the direc­ 
tion of the vessel and follows its route, 
while the bells and receiver beat sim ul­ 
taneously the cadence of the distant 
screw. 
The noises of the vessel on 
which the ap p aratus of the vessel is 
located cause no disturbance, because, 
owing to the sp ecial construction of 
the subm arine receiver, they are not 
transm itted."

Fo r sev eral years I hav e giv en my a t ­ 
tentio n to mineralo gy, and th a t is why 
I was especially interested in Russia.

and its peo ple are, mo re 
th an tho se o f any o ther natio n, giv en 
to ado rning themselv es w ith gems.

“ From the 20 applicants I have chosen 
five men who are good geologists, good 
horsemen, good shots, and, above all, 
good natured companions. Yes, permis 
Bion to go is a sort of reward of merit, 
and all of those chosen have distin­ 
guished themselves in the classroom 
This is a little ont of my present line. 
For several years I have given my at 
tention to mineralogy, and that is why 
I was especially interested in Russia. 
The empire is splendidly furnished with 
gems. Its amethyst and topaz yield is 
enormous, and its people are, more 
than those of any other nation, given 
to adorning themselves with gems. 
“ I hope to unearth some of the jewel 
riches of Wyoming, and, of course, I 
have definite objects picked out for my 
fossil researches, b ut,” continued the 
professor, with a frank laugh, “ it is 
best not to say too much about what 
you are going to find. 
\o u might not 
find it. After all.‘geologizing is a good 
deal like fishing. 
By the way, some of 
the most odd aud astonishing varieties 
of fish that exist swim in the Wyom­ 
ing streams, and birds are found there 
which are seen nowhere else. The peli­ 
can is one. As for hunting, the country 
is the land of big game. Cinnamon and 
black bear are abundant, and panthers 
are quite frequent enough. 
But, after 
all, fossil hunting is my aim 
I have 
hunted fossils all over the Alps, in the 
Ural mountains, on the shores of the 
Caspian, in Maryland and in Califor­ 
nia. 
I have hunted them in Cook 
county too. 
Most people are surprised 
when they learn that 50 different fos­ 
sils have been taken out of the drain­ 
age canal. 
“ The steep sides of ravines are usu­ 
ally where the richest finds are made. 
You go along under the bank, and sud­ 
denly you see the projecting jaws of 
some alligatorlike monster sticking out 
a foot or two. Then you have to be 
careful. The use of a little dynamite or 
the mattock is necessary, but it would 
, 
be unfortunate to spoil something that 
has been kept for us a million years. 
There is now in the university museum 
a huge skeleton of an extinct American 
animal which cost me a toilsome bit of 
digging on oue of the hottest days I 
ever knew 
“ From the discoveries already made 
we expect to find in Wyoming the 
brontosaurus, the atlantosaurus, the 
d inosaurs 
and the 
plate 
bearing 
stegosaurus. 
The geology of Wyoming 
is also of great interest, as the geolog­ 
ical formations are on a grand scale. 
The country is a rugged one and beau­ 
tiful on account of the wonderful color­ 
ing of the ii ills. 
These are often of the 
richest red a painter could give them, 
and are varied in the shade from base 
to summit * The valleys of t Ii is region 
are the paleontological treasure house 
of the world More tbifcn any other spot 
on earth, Wyoming has furnished the 
museums of scientific institutions. Tile 
fossil cemetery, however, is wider than 
Wyoming, and covers 
western Ne­ 
braska, northern Kansas aud boutb 
Dakota 
We owe to it nearly all our 
best knowledge of triassic, jurassic 
and cretaceous times. 
Professor Marsh 
of Yale spent $40,000 here for his uni­ 
versity’s museum. 
Professor Cope of 
the University of Pennsylvania has 
worked here, and the Natural History 
Museum of New York is indebted to 
this country for some of its specimens.

Professor Crook is a native of Ohio, 
bnt has pursued his scientific education 
abroad,

When the news was published that 
Americans were going to supply water 
pipe to Odessa, the French government, 
through its embassador at St. Peters­ 
burg, asked if it were not possible to 
take the contract for such work out of 
the hands of the Americans anil give it 
to French firms. The ground was taken 
that the close political relationship be­ 
tween France and Russia entitled the 
French to expect favors of this sort. 
The Russian foreign office at once 
took the m atter up, and the governor of 
Odessa was instructed t o m a k e inquiries 
and report what might he done. 
It did 
not take long for the governor to report 
that the city authorities declared that 
the American pipe was in some re­ 
spects better than any competing ma­ 
terial, and it was also cheaper, aud they 
declined to annul the arrangements 
they had made. 
They said, further, 
that their specifications had called for 
water pipe of a certain quality and a 
defined shape, and French manufactur­ 
ers did not have pipes of this shape nor 
could they make them. 
The French embassador appears to be 
as irrepressible as some life insurance 
agents. Nothing daunted by the above 
discouraging information, he wrote to 
the authorities of Odessa to ask if the 
specifications might not be altered so as 
to suit the French pipe. He was at once 
informed that this could not be done. as 
the engineering experts favored the 
shape required by the specifications.

Professor Crook Will Explore 
W yoming’s Fossil Cemetery. 


HUNT FOR SCIENTIFIC TREASURES.

Professor A. R. Crook of Northwest­ 
ern university, who in I HHT (nude one 
of the first geological explorations of 
Rnssia, traveling as the guest of the 
czar, has accepted the invitation of the 
Northern Pacific railroad to make re­ 
searches this summer in the famous 
tract known as “ The Fossil Cemetery 
of the World. ” 
This region is a part 
of Wyoming and lies in the many col­ 
ored desert north of Laramie, a spot 
rich 
in various minerals, especially 
gold. 
The professor, however, is indif­ 
ferent to the possibility of opening up 
a vein of the yellow metal and has 
concentrated his hopes on the finding of 
gigantic fossil reptiles, especially the 
stegosaurus, a monster which appears 
to be a pet of the professor and which 
rejoices in the possession of a Rocky 
monntain range of armor plates 20 feet 
in length along its backbone. To secure 
this and other scientific treasures Pro­ 
fessor Crook will travel 300 miles on a 
broncho, 
with his portion of camp 
utensils slung across his shoulders. 
Five sturdy young students of North­ 
western have been picked oat to share 
the honors and help carry the frying 
pans of the expedition, says the Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean. 
“ No milk and water men will do on 
this trip,” announced the professor. 
“ From the 20 applicants I have chosen 
five men who are good geologists, good 
horsemen, good shots, and, above all, 
good natured companions. Yes, permis­ 
sion to go is a sort of reward of merit, 
and all of those chosen have distin­ 
guished themselves in the classroom 
This is a little oat of my present line. 
For several years I have given my at­ 
tention to mineralogy, and that is why 
I was especially interested in Russia. 
The empire is splendidly furnished with 
gems. 
Its amethyst and topaz yield is 
enormous, 
and its people are, more 
than those of any other nation, given 
to adorning themselves with gems. 
“ I hope to nnearth some of the jewel 
riches of Wyoming, and, of course, I 
have definite objects picked out for my 
fossil researches, but,” continued the 
professor, with a frank laugh, “ it is 
best not to say too much about wliHt 
yon are going to find. 
You might not 
find it. After all, geologizing is a good 
deal like fishing. 
By the way, some of 
the most odd aud astonishing varieties 
of fish that exist swim in the W yom­ 
ing streams, and birds are found there 
which are seen nowhere else. The peli­ 
can is one. As for hunting, the country 
is the land of big game. Cinnamon and 
black bear are abundant, and panthers 
are quite frequent enough. 
But, after 
all, fossil hunting is my aim 
I have 
hunted fossils all over the Alps, in the 
Ural mountains, on the shores of the 
Caspian, in Maryland and in Califor­ 
nia. 
I have hunted them in Cook 
county too. 
Most people are surprised 
when they learn that 50 different fos­ 
sils have been taken out of the drain­ 
age canal. 
“The steep sides of ravines are usu­ 
ally where tile richest finds are made. 
You go along nuder the bank, and sud­ 
denly you see the projecting jaws of 
some alligatorlike monster sticking out 
a foot or two 
Then you have to he 
careful. The use of a little dynamite or 
the mattock is necessary, but it would 
be unfortunate to spoil something that 
has been kept for us a million years. 
There is now in the university museum 
a huge skeleton of an extinct American 
animal which cost me a toilsome bit of 
digging on one of the hottest days I 
ever knew 
“ From the discoveries already made 
we expect

brontosaurus,

Professor Mueller had noticed several 
curious stone bowls in use by the n a ­ 
tives in his employ totally unlike their 
customary utensils and was told they 
had been found “ in the ground” on an 
island 20 m iles away, says the N ew 
York Herald. 
H aving occasion to pay this island a 
visit soon afterward, he was able to 
verity the n atives’ report by exploring 
numerous mounds, decidedly sim ilar to 
those of Ohio and Central America, 
constructed iii regular geometrical fig­ 
ures, and each possessing a great well, 
another characteristic of the Am erican 
mounds.

The city of Odessa. Russia, is just 
now extending its water supply system. 
A w hile ago it gave a large order for 
water pipes to an American firm, ami 
last May the city authorities were in 
correspondence with 
other American 
m anufacturers w ith reference to further 
supplies. 
Consul ileenan at Odessa has 
sent to the stat** department at W ash­ 
ington the particulars of a very curious 
incident in connection with tile A m eri­ 
can contract now being carried out, says 
the N ew York Sun. 
W hen the news was published that 
Am ericans were going to supply water 
pipe to Odessa, the French government, 
through its embassador at St. Peters­ 
burg, asked if it were not possible to 
take the contract for am ii work out of 
the hands of I lie Americans and give it 
to French firms. The ground was taken 
that the ( lose political relationship be­ 
tween France and Russia entitled the 
French to expect favors of this sort. 
The Russian foreign office at once 
took the matter up, and the governor of 
Odessa was in fr a c te d to make inquiries 
aud report what m ight he done. 
It did 
not take long tor the governor to report 
that the city authorities declared that 
the American pipe was in some re­ 
spects better than any com peting m a­ 
terial, and it was also cheaper, aud they 
declined to 
annul the 
arrangements 
they had made. 
They said, further, 
that their specifications had called for 
water pipe of a certain quality and a 
defined shape, and French m anufactur­ 
ers did not have pipes of this shape nor 
could they make them. 
The French embassador appears to be 
as irrepressible as some life insurance 
agents. 
N othing daunted by the above 
discouraging information, he wrote to 
the authorities of Odessa to ask if the 
specifications m ight not be altered so as 
to suit the French pipe. He was at once 
informed that this could not be done, as 
the 
engineering experts 
favored the 
shape required by the specifications.

translate them 
into Spanish,

With some of tile natives, owing to 
the enfeebled and impure condition of 
their blood, the vaccination caused a 
great deal of suffering, and the patient 
manner in which they bore it was most 
commendable.

was to exterminate the smallpox. 
In 
San Juan there were 12 distinct centers 
of smallpox, but the vaccination 
vented the spread of the disease. 
“ The way to rule those people is by 
honesty and justice. 
Use kindness if 
possible, aud when that fails resort to 
punishment. On these lines we worked 
and succeeded. 
I broke up their politi­ 
cal parties and had them all working 
together for progress and the good of 
the island. 
When I first went there, I 
was called upon by delegations from 
the different municipalities and thus 
ascertained who were Radicals and ; 
who were Liberals, and I stated to the 
representatives that I 
had another 
party in process of formation, of which 
I would have charge as the representa­ 
tive of the United States, a party that 
would work for progress and not poli­ 
tics. and I asked all who wanted to 
join to stand up, and all did. 
It was 
another exemplification 
of promises 
kept. 
They worked together as they 
promised. 
“ There is no more amiable and easily 
contented people to be found in the 
world than the Porto Ricans if prop­ 
erly handled and when their confidence 
is obtained, but they have been de­ 
ceived so often and for so many genera­ 
tions that they distrust every person 
who possesses power. 
They expect him 
to play the rogue with them every 
time, as the Spaniards did.

“ There are two political parties,

evening 
As a result lie succeeded in 
making a total of UM?.4 points, and 
H. F Coehorn (if Harvard now’ becomes 
a somewhat poor second with his total 
of 17 ti 1.4 points 
The judges were Dr 
C C. Stroud, Dr George L 
Meylan 
and Mr Walter Barnes 
The Sargent 
rules were rigidly enforced, and the 
test was in every way apparently fair 
and regular, says the Boston Herald. 
It was shortly after 9 o ’clock when 
Dr Cummings, stripped to the skin, 
stepped into the little group of spec­ 
tators and made his way to the spir­ 
ometer for the first test on the list, that 
of the lungs 
One of the chief require 
ments of the strength tests is that they 
shall be made consecutively, and that 
they shall all be completed inside of 15 
minutes. So the doctor hurriedly grasp­ 
ed the tube, inhaled deeply and blew 
into the machine His first attem pt did 
not satisfy him, and a second was tak­ 
en, which sent the indicator round to 
26 hectograms 
The gripping power of the hand and 
forearm was not tested by means of the 
hand dynamometer, which showed 72 
kilos for the left and 84 for the right 
forearm. 
With the lifting dynamome­ 
ter Dr. Cummings made 429 kilos on the 
back lift and 723 on the leg lift. In a t­ 
tempting to better the leg lift the her­ 
culean effort employed ended in break 
ing the machine, the iron staple con 
Hefting the wooden handle bar with the 
spring and indicator giving wray nuder 
the strain 
On the “ dipping’’ machine 
—two horizontal and parallel bars— 
Cummings pushed his weight up 50 
times and on the single horizontal bar 
he lifted his weight 85 times, which 
concluded the test 
In neither case did 
he appear exhausted. 
In taking Dr. Cummings’ weight the 
scales were tipped at 158% pounds, or, 
by the metric system, which is used 
exclusively. 
72.16 kilos.

rupee rate a t 18 pence.

An invention recently made by an 
Italian scientist is aimed to prevent 
collisions at sea and renders submarine 
boats useless for hostile operations. 
The invention is known as “ wireless 
telephony,” aud is intended to enable 
officers on different ships to talk with 
each other without the aid of wires. 
Commander Richardson Clover, chief 
of the office of naval intelligence, said 
the other day that the invention has 
received considerable attention abroad, 
and contains elements of success. It is 
Likely that the navy department, ac­ 
cording to a W ashington dispatch to 
toe New York Herald, will carefully 
look into the matter with a view to the 
wee of the invention in the American 
naval service. 
Experiments have been made on the 
Italian gunboat Hcilla, in the gulf of 
Genoa, iii presence of scientists and 
naval experts. The inventor is a Sicilian 
professor, Mario Russo d ’Asar. 
W ire­ 
less telephony announces in the dark­ 
ness of the night or a dense fog the ap­ 
proach of ships, torpedo boats and even 
of the invisible submarine boat, in ­ 
dicates their direction and places the 
men on watch on guard. 
Concerning the invention and the 
trials which have been made this trans­ 
lation of an article in L ’ltalia M ari­ 
nara, which has been confirmed by 
official reports, has been made: 
“ It is well known that transmissi­ 
bility of sounds is in direct ratio to the 
density of the means through which 
they are transmitted. It is equally well 
known that water is an excellent means 
fur transm itting sounds to a distance. 
“ It has been noticed that a bather, 
immersed in water, hears with great 
distinctness the sound of a steam er’s 
engine in motion, because the water in 
which the latter is immersed is in a 
special state of vibration, owing to the 
movement of the engine aud screw ac­ 
tuated thereby. 
“ From these principles the inventor 
derived the conclusion that if the air 
could seize these vibrations of sound 
an 
instrument 
of 
great sensibility 
functioning below 
water would 
be 
susceptible of seizing them at a greater 
distance and with greater distinctness, 
and became convinced that a telephone 
apparatus should be the point of depar­ 
ture for obtaining the practical means 
of signaling between two vessels. 
The 
water would take the place of the 
wires. 
It was necessary first of all to 
construct a sound receiver which would 
perform the functions of the ear below 
the surface of the water, then another 
apparatus that 
would increase 
the 
sounds received and indicate the direc­ 
tion whence they came. 
“ One part of the telephone apparatus 
is placed on the conning bridge, and the

“ The submarine receiver is a kind of 
box secured to the bull with a number 
of depressions, so as to receive the 
sounds from all directions.

center of each of these an electric wire 
leads to the telephone, which latter 
contains an ingenious mechanism based 
on Edison’s well known scientific prin­ 
ciples. 
A dial plate on a board is divided 
into two parts corresponding to the 
two sides of the ship. 
Two bands in­ 
dicate the direction of the steamer gig- I 
naled. 
A system of bells at the upper 
part of the dial plate and one of the 
receivers on the board indicates by

W y o m in g’s Fossil Cemetery. 


HUNT FOR SCIENTIFIC) TREASURES.

Professor A. H. Crook of Northwest­ 
ern university, who in I HHT inn**? one 
of the first geological explorations of 
Russia, traveling as the guest of the 
czar, has accepted the invitation of the 
Northern Pacific railroad to make re­ 
searches this summer in the famous 
tract known as “ The Fossil Cemetery 
of the W orld.’* 
This region is a part 
of W yoming and lies in the many col­ 
ored desert north of Laramie, a spot 
rich 
in various minerals, especially 
gold. 
The professor, however, is indif­ 
ferent to the possibility of opening np 
a vein of the yellow metal and has 
concentrated his hopes on the finding of 
gigantic fossil reptiles, especially the 
stegosaurus, a monster which appears 
to be a pet of the professor and which 
rejoices in the possession of a Rocky 
inonntain range of armor plates 20 feet 
in length along its backbone. To secure 
this and other scientific treasures Pro­ 
fessor Crook will travel BOO miles on a 
broncho, 
with 
his 
portion of camp 
utensils slung across 
his shoulders. 
Five sturdy young students of North­ 
western have been picked ont to share 
the honors and help carry the frying 
pans of the expedition, says the Chi­ 
cago Inter Ocean. 
“ No milk and water men will do on 
this trip ,” announced the professor. 
“ From the 20 applicants I have chosen 
five men who are good geologists, good 
horsemen, good shots, and, above all, 
good natnred companions. Yes. permis­ 
sion to go is a sort of reward of merit, 
and all of those chosen 
have distin­ 
guished themselves in the classroom 
This is a little ont of my present line. 
For several years I have given my at­ 
tention to mineralogy, ami that is why 
I was especially interested in Russia. 
The empire iH splendidly furnished with 
gems. 
Its amethyst and topaz yield is 
enormous, 
and its people are, more 
than those of any ether nation, given 
to adorning themselves with gems. 
“ I hope to unearth some of the jewel 
riches of Wyoming, and, of course 
have definite objects picked out for my 
fossil researches, but.” continued the 
professor, with a frank laugh, “ it 
best not to say too much about what 
yon are going to find. 
You might not 
find it. 
After ill, * geologising is a good 
deal like fishing 
By the way, some of 
the most odd and astonishing varieties 
of fish that exist swim in the W yom ­ 
ing streams, and birds are found there 
which are seen nowhere else. The peli­ 
can is oue. As for hunting, the country 
is the land of big gHine. Cinnamon and 
black Lear are abundant, and panthers 
are quite fri*quent enough. 
But, after 
all. fossil hunting is my aim 
I have 
hunted fossils all over the Alps, in Hie 
Ural mountains, on the shores of the 
Caspian, in Maryland and in Califor­ 
nia. 
I have hunted 
them 
in Cook 
county too. 
Most people are surprised 
when they learn that 50 different fos­ 
sils have been takeu out of tile dram 
age canal. 
••The steep sides of ravines are usu­ 
ally where the richest finds are made. 
You go along under the bank, and sud­ 
denly you see tile projecting jaws of 
some alligatorlike monster sticking out 
a foot or two. 
Then you have to be 
careful. The use of a little dynamite or 
the mattock is necessary, but it won hi 
be unfortunate to spoil something that 
has been kept for us a million years. 
There is now in the university museum 
a huge skeleton of an extinct American 
animal which cost me a toilsome bit of 
digging ou oue of the hottest day s I 
ever knew 
“ From the discoveries already made 
we expect 
to find in Wyoming the 
brontosaurus, 
the atlantosaurus, th

Professor Franz Mueller of Munich, 
who has been identified with the man­ 
agement of large German investments 
in Samoa during the last two years, has 
made a remarkable discovery on two of 
the islands of the Ladrone® chain, the 
neater and larger of these being only 
90 miles from San Agnacio De Agaua, 
capital of the group. 
Professor Mueller had noticed several 
curious stone bowls in use by the na­ 
tives in bis employ totally unlike their 
customary utensils and was told they 
had been found “ in the ground’’ on an 
island 20 miles away, says the New 
York Herald. 
Having occasion to pay this island a 
visit soon afterward, he was able to 
verity the natives’ report by exploring 
numerous mounds, decidedly similar to 
those of Ohio and Central America, 
constructed in regular geometrical fig­ 
ures, and each possessing a great well, 
another characteristic of the American 
mounds. 
Scores of ornaments, curiously carved 
pipes, household utensils and 
imple­ 
ments or weapons of stone, copper and 
mica 
were unearthed and are now 
packed for shipment to German m u­ 
seums. 
These souvenirs of a vanished race 
are very similar to the relics of the 
Aztecs and the ancient dwellers in the 
Mississippi valley, and Professor Muel­ 
ler’s theory is that the mound builders 
of America and the Ladronee were kin 
dred races.

the American pipe was in some re­ 
spects better than any competing ma­

They said, further,

water pipe of a certain quality and a 
defined shape, and French manufactur­ 
ers did not have pipes of this shape nor 
could they make them. 
The French embassador appears to be 
as irrepressible as some life insurance 
agents. 
Nothing daunted by the above 
discouraging information, he wrote to 
the authorities of Odessa to ask if the 
specifications might not be altered so as 
to suit the French pipe.
